The entrance fee of candidates shall 
be as follows: For sheriff, $40, for 
county judge. $10; for county at- 
torney, $10; for county clerk, $10; for 
jailer, $15; for assessor, $10; for rej)- 
ressnUtive, $10; for school superintend- 
ent, $10; circuit clerk, $lo.

his place. Alt freight wagons with nar- 
row tires hauling loads of 1,000 poundc 
or up should be taxed out of existence 
by the Legislature when next it con- 
venes. Tires on such wagons should 
not be allowed to be less than four 
inches. A tax of $1 the first year, $2 
the second and so on up to eight or $10, 
would put them, the narrow tires, out 
of commission and the wide tires would 
make roads instead of destroying them.
